YOUNG GERMANY. 


Princes Fritz and Frederick Charles 
and Those Naughty Bismarck 
Boys. 


{Berlin Correspordence of the Chicago 
imes. | 

No slam is quite so revolting as this of 
the life and deeds of princely persons. 
Nine out of ten of the intelligent Ameri- 
cans a man meets in this country, as 
wellas in America, speak of Prince 
Fritz and Prince Frederick Charles, his 
cousin, as ‘‘great generals.” They be- 
ieve because the names of these persons 
were eigned to reports and bulletins, that 
they were the real directors of the armies 
at whose head they figured. There is no 
such delusion here. If the German 
armies had been left to the guidance of 
these personages, the sum total of the 
campaigo would have been yastly differ- 
ent. They never directed a movement; 
not the deploying of a corporal’s guard; 
Moltka and his staff conceived and exe- 
cutedevery detail of every movement, 
the princes not being trusted with the 
most inconsequent point. The,chief of 
the staff of each army was its actual 
commander, the royal princes merely 
serving xs figure heads to impress the 
people with their dependence upon roy- 
alty for success in battle. So it goes in 
nearly every depsrtment, of public ad- 
ministration; some royal imbecile figures 
as the responsible head, while the work 
is really done by brilliant men who are, 
comparatively, unknown. Bismarck and 
Moltke are about the only exceptions, 
with possibly the King of Saxony, who 
is said to have some military talent, and 
who handled the Saxon corpsin the late 
war very effectively under Moltke’s 
plans. Eveiythingis done, however, to 
impress the reality of the services of the 
princes upon the nation. When the late 
war was ended, great rewards were given 
the Prussian princes and the imperia' 
cousins down to the lowest grades. The 
two princes, Frederick William and 
Frederick Charles were created mar- 
shals of the empire, and awarded large 
allowanccs from the French oe 
whiie the staff officers who had really 
manceuvred the armies were advanced a 
grade and received a few empty decora- 
tions, Von Moltke, Von Manteuflel and 
Von Bismarck being about the only 
marked exceptions, Btemarck receiving 
the title of prince and a half million of 
dollars, Moltke the dollars without the 
title. I know of no princely person in 
Germany who is regarded as a spotless 
person, not that they are reprobated for 
excesses. I find generally that the pub 
lic make no Criticism of their laxities,

are perhaps the most vicious of their 
kind, and yet inthe towns where they 
played their most ecandalous pranks, 
they are spoken of with a sort of admir- 
ing awe. Count Herbert, who has been 
in during his winter mission, has intro- 
duced more than Prussian ys mes 
into the by no means grateful Bavarian 
court. Thereis no end tothe scandals 
circulating concerning that young gentle- 
man, the hundredth part of which would 
serve to banish him from self-respecting 
communities in any other country. His 
younger §brother, Count John, is too 
young to conceal his excesses, and too 
blunt, even if he were not. He is of the 
impression that his father holds Germa- 
ny in fee-simple, and if that doesn’t give 
him the right todo as. he pleases; what 
can ? So he does as he pleases, and he 
pleases to do exactly what the world in 

eneral holds to be very low and very 

ebasing. His hauntsare more notori- 
ous for democratic viciousness than aris- 
tocratic seclusion. His habitual state is 
not one to recommeni him to polite at- 
tention, and if the fact is, as Mr. Beecher 
searchingly says in some of his character 
analyses, an index of man’s ruling pas- 
sions, Count John would be about the 
person to bring on a Brooklyn witness 
stand. Herbert is rather fine looking as 
his tace go, but Jobn is dumpty, biear 
ef eye, scoroutic of visage, and coarse of 
manner generally. The pair give the 
rince, their father, unceasing anxiety, 
not only for their notorious profligacies, 
but for the difficulty he finds in keepin 
them on terms with their army an 
diplomatic associates. He has been 
striving to Count Herbert to a 
pretty countess of the Protestant party, 
but lamtold the father refuses. The 
consent of the lady is never asked in af 
fairs of this kind,

THE OLD FLINT ROCK. 


Extraordinary Marksmansh p «<f an 
Elderly Virginia Farmer. 


(Richmond Whig.) 

An elderly man named Beckwith, re- 
siding in one of the peninsula counties, 
came to this city last fbursday on busi- 
ness. He brought with him an old-fash- 
ioned flint rock rifle to have a stock and 
lock puton. Onthe cars he fell into 
conversation with a party of three gen 
tlemen from this city, when one of them 
to test the reality of some of the extra- 
ordinary feats ot Sthe marksmanship he 
boasted of, offereii him $10 to repeat 
some of them, which the other two 
added $5 between them. The trial came 
off in an old ficld half a mile below 
Rockets, and was witnessed by about a 
dozen persons. 

The old flint rock was fired seven 
times, and only one missed its aim. The 
old gentleman, after making two shots 
at small objects to one side, to get his 
hand steady, as he said, handed his son 
a potato, and stationed him at fifty yards 
distance, holding the potato between his 
thumb and forefinger. The rifle crack- 
ed, and the potato fell cloven in three or 
four pieces. One of the largest pieces 
wasthrown into the air, the marksman 
keeping at t.e game distance, and again 
the shot told. An inch and a half auger 
was then procured, and a hole bored in 
the fence, behind which was fastened a 
piece of white paper. At the distance 
of sixty yards the marksman sent a ba!! 
clear through the aperture, piercing the 
paper. Atthe fourth shot, from sixty 
yards’ distance, the bowl of a pipe, which 
the son Was smoking, wascrushed, At 
the fifth shot a copper cent was thrown 
into the air and hit. The sixth and 
seventh shots were deliverei at a biack- 
ened five-cent nickle piece thrown up by 
the son, standing about thirty yards. At 
the first attempt the shot missed. The 
old gentleman showed considerable mor- 
tification, and laid the blame upon a by- 
stander, who at the critical moment, 
sneezed loudly. The next attempt, how- 
ever, was an entire success. The ol 
men declined any further tiials of his 
skill, and when offered a sum of money 
to repeat hs first feat of shootiag a 
potato from his son’s hand, he refused, 
saying he didn’t care to try such experi. 
ments unless his weapon was freshly 
cleaned The exhibition was the most 
remarkable from the fact that the marks- 
man was an old man, at least fifty. His 
eye, however, is a clear bright gray.

The old man, 
referring to his son, said, ‘‘Bob can shoot 
as well as I can.”

Water, water everywhere, and every 
drop fitto drink. Just think of it, in a 
fortnight, ora trifle more, the dusty, 
sweltering, {brick-bound streets of our 
commercial districts will have tides of 
the crystal ifluid surging throughout 
their whole extent, from. which inexe 
haustable supplies may be drawn to 
supply all the wants of man orbeast. It 
is surely coming, and we can almost 
hear the splash and gurgle of the tumb- 
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atoms as we write. The hot winds 
logesSome of their dryness when we 
think of it, arid we dream of cascades 
‘apd mountain lakes, and streams over- 
arched by the leafy branches of the for 
est. This is, we confess, a little more 
than the prosaic ‘introductiod of water 
through iron pipes will justify, and per- 
haps it would be well to come down a 
few rounds aud takeva sensible view of 
the matter. 

In the first place, an ample supply of 
unquestionably pure water means health. 
Tiue, afew people would have us bc- 
lieve that the introduction of water will 
soon turn Atlanta into a quagmire that 
will deal out death in allopathic.‘doses 
Epidemics, they say, will become thicker 
than mosquitoes in Macon, and the city 
a second Galatea, to be shunned by hu- 
man beings forever more. Those people 
forget that Atlanta's natural drainage is 
unsurpassed. The city lies on ridges, 
each oue of which hasa natural sewer 
on either side for all surplus liquids. 
They forget, too, that this natural sewer- 
age is supplemented by an artificial sys- 
tem that extends about as far as the wa- 
ter supply will at present. We do not, 
therefore, believe that the introduction 
of pure water will instantaneously fill 
our upland air with fever-breeding ma- 
laria. We expect to survive the intro- 
duction severa] days; aud to gee the city 
gradually, reasonably and economically 
extend its systems of scwerage and water 
supply through many scasons. We do 
believe that the introduction of pure wa- 
ter means increased health and comfort. 
No longer need our stomachs recuil at 
the thought that we are drinking water 
poisoned from the surface of a populous 
town. No longer need we conjure up 
dishes of cold soup in which rats, old 
shoes and _ dilapidated hoopskirts 
participate. All that will soon pass 
away, and ‘in its stead will come 
tumbling in from the blue lake beyond 
the woods a health-giving sparkling tide 
that would say,if it could,‘*I quench your 
thirst, I bring you means of cleanliness, 
I lay the dust of your streets, I pervade 
your streets, stores, and homes, bringing 
coolness, comfort and just as much mois- 
ture as you desire.” 

Nor is this all. The business man 
whoee property is stored in the warehou- 
ses of the city will no longer start when 
the fire bells carry the dread news of con- 
flagation on the midnight air. He will 
have no fears that the supply of water 
will be unequalled to the demands of our 
admirable fire apparatus. The cistern 
of the future will be inexhaustible, and 
in this he will read safety from 
disastrous fires, which will bring 
back to his mind untroubled sleep and 
dreams of security. And to be stil! more 
practical, it should retain in his pockets 
a portion of the extravagant premiums 
that he now pays to the underwriters. 

The introduction of the water should 
be aday of jubilee forall our people, 
and we hope our authorities will take 
steps to inaugurate the advent with a 
display appropriate to the occasion. What 
siy our gallant firemen? What say all?

WATER WONDERS. 


CHESTER, PENN., July 11.---At1:45 p. 
m. the swimming match for the cham- 
pionship of the world, between Messrs. 
Coyle and Johnson, was begun. Excur- 
sion trains and steamboats filled with 
people were arriving all the forenoon. 
The batting was two to one in favor of 
Johnson, the present champion, yet there 
seemed to be a disposition to intimidate 
him. 

Just before the men went over the 
steamship Illinois, en route to Liverpool, 
passed, and was received with scream- 
ing whistles, cheers, etc. Arthur Cham- 
bers and Frack Gormley started the men 
off the Amanda Powell, at Chester, at 
1:40. At Simpson’s wharf, one mile and 
a quarter, Coyle led by two hundred 
yards, and the same position was main- 
tained to Tinicum island, when Coyle 
passed eastward and Johnson west. At 
Lazaretta, three and a qusrter miles, 
Coyle still maintained the lead. At the 
end of the Tinicum island, Coyle 
was leading half a mile. At 
Fort Mifflin bar, Coyle had gained an 
other quarter of amiie. Coyle, who had 
from the start taken the channel, bad a 
decided advantage, and was momentari- 
ly. AtFort Mifflin light, eigbt miles in 
the van. Coyle was swimming with bis 
body out of water, while Johnson was 
swimming his English side-stroke, head 
under. 

After passing Red Bank lighthouse, 
Johnson made a spurt and gained a quar- 
ter of a mile. Opposite Red Bank 
wharf it became evident that Coyle had 
over estimated himself. He breathed, 
called for help and was taken out of 
the water, apparently lifeless. The phy- 
sicias immediately attended, and found 
him very low. Meantime Johnson, who 
was amile in the rear, was struggling 
manfully, made a spurt, and in less than 
ten minutes had passed the spot where 
Coyle gave out, and was declared the 
winner. He gave an exhibition of his 
powers in the water, swam one mile fur- 
ther, and, the judges declaring him win- 
ner, he was requested to get into their 
boat. The entire distance swam by 
Johnson was ten and 4 half miles. Time, 
3 hours and 10 minutes. 

Johnson after being taken from the 
water was as fresh aswhen he entered, 
and began dancing a jig. When he ar- 
rived at Gloucester ten thousand people 
were in waiting and gave him an enthu- 
siastic reception. This evening he re- 
ceived a benefit at Fox's Theater. Coyle 
this evening is very low, his pulse beat- 
ing 28. The doctors have grave fcars 
for his Jife.

This is a flourishing town onthe A:r 
Line Railroad, six miles from the South 
Carolina line. Two years ago there was 
but one house on the ground, and that 
simply a log-cabin. ow the town has 
about six hundred inhabitants, and does 
alarge business. It isa cotton market, 
and last year about three thousand bales 
were sold there. It is theonly town on 
the railroad between Gainesville and 
South Carolina, and hence we think it is 
destined to become an important busi- 
ness place.

But all comparison and al) 
language fail to give an idea of the 
matchless beauty of the scene. Imagine 
a stream of water, cClearas crystal fall- 
ing overa perpendicular wall of rock 
forty feet higher than the spire of the 
Baptist church in LaGrange. But the 
imaginatioa and the pen are alike unable 
to give an idea of it. Standing at the 
foot of the falls, with the spray falling 
about us like an April shower, the shades 
of approaching night warn us away, and 
we leave the beautiful scene—a bright 
realization of the poet’s idea of ‘‘a ‘oy 
forever.” 

The next morning, after the visit to 
Tocco’, we start at dawn for Tallulan 
Falls.

ST. LUKE’S CHURCH. 
Evening Service in the New Church. 


In accordance with the notice contained 
in the morning papers quite a large crowd 
assembled at St. Luke’s church Friday night 
to hold the first evening service in their bew 
buildiug.. The ges fixtures, wich -afe-be- 
yond all doubt the most handsome we 
have ever seen, had been arranged during 
the week and a full flood of light bu:st 
from the jets:so illumined the edifice as to 
calliorth congratulatory remarks fro.w ev- 
eryone who chanced to be present. It will 
beimpostible almost to give anything like 
a good description of this g. rgeous display. 
In the audi orium there were six columns 
(three on either side,) which came up from 
the floor. The top of each column spread 
into three branches. On the end of each of 
these branches three beautiful flames ap- 
peared, having ihe shape and size of a tulip. 
Nestled among the branches on the fix- 
tures afe golden colored vines, beclad with 
stars. A crown is set just 
where the column proper stops, and the 
branches begin. On either side of the arch 
overthe chancel are side jights,nine in num- 
ber, coming out from the walls directly 
over the lecturer and pulp't, fashioned sim 
ilar to those in the body of the church. 
Directly cver the altar was a beautiful cross 
from which some two or three hundr: d jets 
sparkled and glistered. The cross in the 
day tine appears as bright silver one. In 
the gallery are two columns more with nine 
burners each, similar in every respect to 
those in the auditorium. The eveniug ser- 
vices were conducted by the rector, the 
Rev. George McCauley, who seemed to be 
highly delighted at the prospect of the con- 
rummation of that roble worked he has la- 
bored so faith’ully to accomplish, namely to 
build up the wash places of Z'on, and to re- 
construct a church edifice for the scat‘ered 
ones that were left by the ravages of war,

A full choir was present, composed of 
some of the best musical talent of the city, 
snd the music which was rendered was ¢x- 
ceedingly fine. 

After the services which were short were 
concluded the vestry and congregation re- 
mained for the purpose of sclecting seats 
for the coming year. Contrary to the first 
intentions of whe parish, it has been found 
necessary to rent out a portion of the pews, 
and a price was hxed upon them, such a 
sum being named as would place it in 
} ower of each person who is connected with 
the parish to pay for at least one pew.

River To-Mor:ow.
